LONDON, May 16 (AP). — Ger- 
man occupation of French-man- 
dated Syria and the speedy move- 
ment of Nazi air and armored forces 
toward Iraq to join the.

Britain's hold on the sea lanes 
of the Eastern Mediterranean 
make it improbable, some sources 
thought, that any Nazi forces had 
been disembarked from ships on 
the Syrian coast. Military cir- 
cles, however, regarded it as likely 
that the Germans might be flying 
light tanks and light guns by planes 
as they did in Libya. 

If they are using Greek bases, 
these sources pointed out, a prob- 
able route would be by way of the 
Italian island of Rhodes in the 
Dodecanese group to the inland 
city of Aleppo, a distance of about 
550 miles. 

They said the Germans were not 
likely to use the longer, more dan- 
gerous sea routes to the ports of 
Tripoli and Beirut, exposing their 
transports to interception from the 
British-held island of Cyprus, which

Berlin Says—Hitler Machine as 
Strong as Ever.

—— 

BERLIN, May 16-—Your corre- 
spondent, listening last night to a 
digest of American editorial opin- 
ion broadcast from an American 
station, found it difficult to under- 
stand. 

To believe that the flight of Ru- 


dolf Hess betrays a break in the 
Nazi party phalanx is a similar 
dislocation of reality to that which 
led wishful thinkers the world over 
to believe that the Nazi blitz in the 
Balkans was bogged down, and 
earlier, that Hitler’s tanks were 
made of wood. It simply is not so. 

The Nazi leaders are as firmly in 
the saddle today as they have ever 
been with the principal difference 
that they are one less in the top 
ranks. 

Ever since they came to power in 
1933, there have been differences of 
opinion among them. Sometimes 
one man, or one group, Beems to 
enjoy the special favor of Hitler, 
only to be supplanted by another. 

Hitler has devoted his entire 
time since September, 1939, to the 
activities of the Reich’s armed 
forces and this has sometimes de- 
layed the adjudication of the dis- 
putes among his satellites. 

| Shock to Germans. 

Hess’ flight, as can readily be 
understood, came as a shock to the 
majority of Germany’s people. For 
years they had felt that there was 
no more trustworthy man among 
their leaders, with the possible ex- 
ception of Hitler, in whom they 
had more faith and trust. Hess was 
the man to whom they went with 
their troubles; Hitler, the man in 
whom they placed their hopes and 
aspirations. And now Hess is be- 
yond their reach as a result of an 
incident too fantastic to be believed 
in the wildest fiction. 

But that Hess actually was con- 
vinced that he might bring about 
peace ‘ through his conversations 
with English friends, particularly 
Lord Hamilton, seems to be con- 
firmed by the British announce- 
ment that Hess had attempted 
earlier to communicate with Ham- 
ilton and that it was to Hamilton’s 
estate that he directed his amaz- 
ing flight. 

That Hess is not alone in his 
desire for peace is also frankly 
admitted among informed Nazi 
circles. On the other hand, there 
is no indication here of other lead- 
ers who believe that it is now pos- 
sible to reach peace terms with 


\ 


the Government 
Churchill. 

If anything, the case of Hess 
has removed barriers that previ- 
ously existed among different sec- 
tions of the German people. Per- 
sons who belong to the party and 
those who do not, often have 
shown reluctance to discuss among 
themselves the delicate questions 
of policy which sometimes arose, 
but their interest in the disap- 
pearance of their No. 3 leader has 
fused them for the moment into a 
single group. What they would 
most like to know is “why?” 

So far, there is only one man 
in the world who could tell them 
precisely and he is not available. 
What information comes from him 
must filter through a propaganda 
machine that is subject to blind 
spots and abberations just as 
much as those in Germany, Italy 
or, any other nation in which there 
is a rigid press control. 

Informed Germans admit as 
readily as anyone else the tremen- 
dous propaganda weapon which 
fortune has placed in the hands of 
the British. At the same time, they 
say that it will soon be erased by 
future developments, which are al- 
ready appearing in the Near East. 

Effect on Future. 

But what will be its long-term’ 
influence depends on many other 
factors. Should the Germans be 
able successfully to conclude the 
war in the coming months, it will 
be forgotten or at least put down 
as one of the comic opera asides 
in an otherwise grim and horrible 
struggle. Should they not, there 
is no way of knowing. The official 
party announcement said the war 
would be prosecuted to its finish. 

Probably its more concrete out- 
come immediately will be to dark- 
en the future of star gazers and 
similar charlatans to a point of 
complete eclipse in a land where 
they have sometimes had great in- 
fluence. , 

For the rest, the world would do 
well to remember that no matter 
how much a sensation the Hess 
flight may have been in itself, 
there is still the strongest army in 
the world, backed by the most 
closely-knit civil organization that 
can be established, and a people 
that is disciplined and obedient, 
and that all this fs aimed at the 
destruction of the British Empire 
and everything it stands for. It is 
a machine that may have lost a 
part of its governor, but by no 
means yet has lost its motive 
power. :

Tells- Health Meeting 
_ Dispersal of Population. 


England's statistical experts are 
considering the advisability of 
dispersing rather than. sheltering | 
populations to cut. down air raid 
fatalities it was disclosed today by» 
Dr. Halbert L. Dunn, chief statis- 
tician of the U. 8, Census Bureau, 
here to. address the seventeenth 
annual meeting of the. Missouri 
Public Health Association at Ho 
tel Chase, 


Dr.” Dunn has just received a 
letter from one of the highest of- 


ficialg at the Registrar General's 
office in London stating that 
studies are being pressed for an 
early and definitive decision on the 
merits of bomb proof shelters dr 
dispersal. 

Dr. Dunn’s correspondent also 
brought out that he is preparing 
England’s first comprehensive re- 
port on birth statistics for a na- 
tional revitalization program after 
the war. 

“The fact that such a high rank- 
ing statistical expert is seriously 
considering these questions should 
make our experts think,” Dr. Dynn 
said. “Also, the thought of a na- 
tion so in war and yet plan- 
ning ahead for greater strength in 
—— should be a great suggestion 
oO us. 


Problem of Aging Population. 


“The ‘United States has lagged 
behind European countries in 
meeting the population problem. 
Before long, we will have to meet 
this question squarely whether we 
want to or not.” 

In. an address prepared for the 
conference, which is being attend- 
ed by about 300 nurses and public 
health officials, Dr. Dunn called 
attention to our “aging” population 
and warned that problems of hu- 
man adjustment and neurosis will 
come to the front as never before. 
In referring to the declining. birth 
rate, he stressed that the question 
is not entirely “more or fewer 
babies,” but what kind of babies 
in terms of health and ruggedness. 

Dr. B. A. Dyar, medical officer 
of the Farm Security Administra- 
tion in eight Midwestern states, 
told the convention. that only 15 
per cent of the loans made to 
farmers by the administration 
have been unpaid “and mostly be- 
cause of illness or disability rather 
than outright delinquency.”

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families of the Southeastern Mis- 
souri counties, Dr. Dyar caid, are 
now being “stabilized” in new 
home settlements under what is 
considered the most ambitious pré- 
gram of the Farm Security Ad- 
ministration.

Stresses Industrial Health. 


Bloomfield urged public health 
officers to. expand industrial 
health programs “or else have in- 
dustrial cripples among our peo- 
ple.” He said good progress has 
been made by civic and local med- 
ical organizations in promoting in- 
dustrial health, adding: “Yet the 
most obvious source of assistance 
has been ignored—industry itself. 

“Industrialists are or should 
be.glad to take part in promoting 
the health and efficiency of their 
workers—so why not ask them 
to participate in educating work- 
ers about industrial health and 
safety?” 

Bloomfield emphasized that ef- 
fective national defense will be 
impossible without greater consid- 
eration of the health and well-be- 
ing of workers in mills and fac- 
tories.

Under the legislation as approved 
by the Senate Banking Committee, 
“defense corporations’ under the 
RFC could have undertaken any 
activities the President deemed 
necessary to expedite the national | 
defense. The RFC borrowing pow- 
er would be increased by $1,500,- 
000,000 and it could make loans to 
foreign governments when Amer- 
ican securities were offered as col- 
lateral. : 

Accepting an amendment offered 
by Senators Brown (Dem.), Mich- 
igan, and Taft (Rep.), Ohio, the 
Senate decided that the corpora- 
tions could: carry out such presi- 
dentially-diretted activities only 
when their expenditures did not 
aggregate more than $300,000,000 
and did not include any projects 
which Congress had rejected since 
1926. : 

The Brown-Taft amendment ajso 
designated a number of activities 
in which the’ defense corporations 
could engage without. limitation.

Henderson, who knew Hess well 
in Germany, said: ;

Hess has placed himself in the 
power of a Government which re-

suspicions of an angry and out- 
raged people. If he is deranged, 
a condition which the German 
medical profession seems not to 
have discovered until he landed in 
Scotland, there are any number of 
excellent psychiatrists in Great 
Britain to examine him, The cir- 
cumstantial evidence is, therefore, 
very strong that his flight marks 
a rupture within the Nazi party 
of sufficient importance to have 
become an issue of loyalty and 
treason, of life and death.

ESS was until 10 days ago a 
H prominent figure in the life of 
Nazi Germany. He was present 
and in the first rank at the Reichs- 
tag session only a few days ago. 
We have no way of knowing 
whether, while he was making 
these. public appearances, he was 
planning his. flight, or whether 
there has been in the last few days 
some sudden but hidden develop- 
ment in affairs which precipitated 
his flight. It may be that some- 
thing which he had greatly dread- 
ed—so greatly that he had to 
stake his life and his honor on 
his action—has suddenly become a 
reality. 

There are innumerable possibili- 
ties of which any one or several in 
combination may have catastrophic 
consequences outside and inside of 
Germany, and extreme conse- 
quences personally for any one as 
prominent as Hess. For the war 
has entered a revolutionary, one 
might say a volcanic, phase which 
is certain to involve the personal 
destiny of public men. 


HROUGH the fog of war, what 

do we see developing under the 
machinations of Hitler? We see 
him moving toward Russia—not, 
it would appear, toward a war with 
Russia, but toward some kind of 
fusion of the two great European 
revolutions, the Nazi and the Com- 
munist. Thig will require, if it is 
to be consummated, a liquidation 
in Germany and in Russia of tre- 
mendous proportions. 


We see Hitler moving toward 
the Moslem world with the object 
of provoking a fanatical war. This

HAT we do not see—because 

of the absoluteness of the 
Nazi censorship — is what these 
vast projects require in the way 
of an internal transformation of 
Germany. Shut off as we are from 
any knowledge of Germany, we 
are inclined to suppose that these 
vast revolutionary projects are 
solely a matter of military action 
and of external propaganda and 
intrigue. We are mistaken. A 
plan of revolution and conquest 
which is to embrace not only con- 
tinental Europeans, but the Slavs 
and Latins, the Moslems, the 
Orientals, and in the end the Eng- 
lish speaking peoples will require 
an even deeper transformation of 
Germany than Hitler has yet car- 
ried through. 
For behind the facade there re- 
mains much of the older Germany 
—ithe Germany of the Christian 
churches, of industry and technol- 
ogy, of the workers’ organizations, 
of the bureaucracy, of the profes- 
sional army, of the family and the 
peasants and of the villages. The 
conquest of the world by revolu- 
tion will. require at: its origin a 
thoroughly revolutionized Ger- 
many.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


N recent weeks, many splendidly 

written letters have appeared on your 
editorial page.

How else can one 
account for the Cabinet barrages, and all 
the other high-powered, palpably in- 
spired propaganda that comes through | 
press and radio?

But what chance have 80 or 90 well- 
scattered and somewhat belatedly sane . 
people against 10 or 20 people who oc- 
cupy so nearly all the seats of the 
mighty, one of whom can start the shoot- 
ing whenever it suits him to shoot? 

Yet, in spite of everything, one can’t 
be dead sure there is no help for us at 
all. Churchill won’t help us, of course, 
but isn’t it barely possible Hitler will? , 

Hitler is letting the chip on F. D. R.'s 
shoulder scrupulously alone. He is be- 
ing almost nasty about it. He acts like 
he intends to leave F. D. R. knock his 
own chip off his own shoulder. That is 
what is called dirty diplomacy. 

I suspect, however, that we would 
better trust to our own good sense, rath- 
er than to Hitler’s gentle forbearance, 
if we want to stay out of this war. 

So great has been the cooling off of war 
fervor in my community that I now feel 
perfectly free to tell what I think about 
the recent performances of our messianic 
President and his drum-beating Cabinet. 

But. there is little to add to what has 
been said about what already has hap- 
pened. All that remains is to tell what

The prophecies that follow should not 
be taken as the distilled wisdom of a for- 
eign rejations expert. They are merely a 
half-dozen predictions of my own, se-

The best piece of current news from the session is 
the favorable report on secret ballot legislation by 
the House Elections Committee. The bill which the 
committee favors would provide for a red seal to hide 
the number on the ballot, the seal to be removed only 
in cases of contested elections or grand jury investi- 
gations. —— 

The exact nature of the safeguard is a mechanical 
detail, to be determined by the Legislature. What 
is urgent is that Missouri at last give its voters a 
secret ballot. Forty-five of the 48 states protect 
their voters from prying eyes, whether of em- 
‘ployers, politicians or others. It is high time that 
Missouri quit the company of Nevada and Texas 
and left these other non-secret ballot states to this 
undemocratic distinction.

French power in Syria is at the mercy of the 
German troops that have swarmed over Greece and 
the islands that lie off the headlands of Turkey. 

Marshal Petain, in fine, has come almost to the 
end of his rope. 
The remaining cards may be played out slowly, or 
thrown all at once on the table. The result of the 
game, however, is settled. Plied with one-sided and 
unscrupulous advice by men who have built a per- 
sonal stake in Nazi success, Petain has evidently:con- 
cluded that Germany will win the war. If this be 
not the case, he must still reckon ‘with Hitler’s con- 
solidation of the Continent.

A fifteenth point, so to speak, was the 
Allied leaders’ repeated assurances that the 
Allies were fighting the Kaiser but not the 
German peopie.

But 
the Allies proceeded to occupy the Rhine 
land, starve the German people by the post- 
war blockade, seize all their colonies and 
impose a crushing reparations bill on them. 

Presumably, World War No. 2 will end 
some day. Most of us already have more 
or less vague ideas about what the peace 


‘ should be like. It is probable that leaders 


of both sides‘will eventually formulate defi- 
nite peace programs, as Wilson did. 
Looking at what happened to Wilson’s 
Fourteen Points, it seems that that states- 
man, in attempting to rearrange Europe, 
did not give enough attention to human 
fertility.

Meanwhile, the “French patri- 
ots” went. steadily on with their 
main job of cajoling for France 
the place of “first wife” in Adolf 
Hitler’s harem of conquered coun- 
tries. Without failing .to “reas- 
sure” doubting Americans, the 
men of Vichy remained cold to 
Leahy and did’ not take him into 
their confidence. (Rumor has it 
that when Leahy learned of 
Vichy’s decision to collaborate 
with the Germans, he gave the 
French rulers a-full-throated ex- 
pression of what he ‘thought of 
their policy.) . 

Secretly, the French rulers per-

Hopkins has dealt manfully an 
often successfully with the prob- 
lems arising out of the war. But 
while his new authority has en- 
abled him to remove many special 
obstacles to an all-out American 
war effort, the fact that he has 
caused further centralization of 
authority in the White House has 
tended to slow down general prog- 
ress. 

The results are to be seen in 
all sorts of disturbing phnomena. 
No intelligent program of eco- 
nomic warfare is embarked 01. be- 
cause no one has the time to knock 
the heads of the Treasury and 
State Departments together until 
an agreement is reached. Airplane 
plants and other vital sorts of de- 
fense construction are delayed for 
want of the structural stee. sup- 
plied in ample quantities to private 
builders, because no one has the 
drive to enforce a stern, ,riorities 
policy at OPM. 

A grim railroad car shortage 
threatens without producing pre- 
ventive action. The home defense 
and moral organizations remain in 
embryo. And so it goes. 

If Dr. McIntyre would order 
the Prescident to decentralize—to 
confer a reasonable measure of

NEWLY REVISED CATHOLIC 
BIBLE GIVEN TO PRESIDENT 


$2 Biblical Scholars Spent Five 
Years Bringing New Testament 
Terminology Up to Date. 

WASHINGTON, May 16_(AP).— 
A copy of the newly revised Catho- 
lic Bible, substituting modern Eng- 
lish for obsolete terminology, ‘was 
presented to President Roosevelt 
today by the Very Rev. Harry C. 
Graham of New York, national 
director of the Holy Name So- 
ciety. 

It was the first revision in 191 
years. The President received 4 
duplicate of a copy given to Pope 
Pius XII—an India leather, gold 
embossed volume, 

Thirty-two biblical scholars, in- 
cluding one. Irish, two English, and 
the rest American, have spent five 
years on the revision. Only the 
New Testament has been complet- 
ed and another five to seven years 
will be required for revision of 
the Old Testament. 

The last revision was made by 
Bishop Challoner of Rheims, who 
revised the entire bible in three 
and one-half years.

Lewis earlier this week said that 
if an agreement were not reached 
this week, the union must consider 
calling out the 330,000 miners in 
the eight-state Appalachian area 
now working under tentative agree- 
ments following the April stoppage.

Lewis said no progress had been 
made in the conference and that 
the Southern operators had dis- 
sented from the agreement 
reached with Northern operators

a dozen items.” 

“It is the old story of the tail of 
the industry trying to wag the 
dog,” he said. 

The Southerners previously with- 
drew from the Appalachian confer- 
ence, and subsequently the North- 
ern operators made an agreement 
with the union. Under the tenta- 
tive agreements, both Northern 
and Southern miners are working 
at a wage increase of $1 a day—$7 
in the North and $6.60 in the 
South. The union has insisted the 
40-cent differential be eliminated, 
and this has been the chief ob- 
stacle to an agreement.

Correct Breathing 
By Hope Chandler 


. LESSON 26. 


ORRECT breathing is nature’s 

method of toning up the func- 

tioning of the body. The pain 
and discomfort one sometimes feels 
down the right side which raises 
alarm as regards appendicitis, is 
due very often to the sluggishness 
of the liver and the lack of elastic 
breathing. To breathe correctly 
the chest should be lifted, the ab- 
domen held in and up. One should 
feel the rib-cage expanding and 
contracting instead of the abdo- 
men going in and out. So-called 
“stomach breathing” is improper, 
and will quickly destroy figure 
beauty by enlarging the midriff 
and not forcing the lungs to full 
expansion. 

Today our lesson is how to 
breathe for beauty.

_ So frequently is the word “coolie” 
~—Aalso written 


“cooly”—used- in 
connection with Chinese labor, that 
we are apt to have formed the not 
unnatural conclusion that it hails 
from the land of the rising sun. 

This does not seem. to be the 
fact, despite- many’ engaging the- 
ories, one of the most plausible of 
which is that it is a combination of 
the Chinese koo strength and lee to 
hire. 


The highest etymological author- 
ity supports the thought that 
“coolie” is the Occidental form of 
the Bengali kuli, itself of disputed 
origin, and considered to mean 
“hire payment for occasional me- 
nial work.” 

It has also been ventured that 
“coolie” is an. abbreviation of the 
Hindu kuli-karami, hire man, 
though this is questionable in the 
light of the best. knowledge on the 
subject. 


Stil another contribution which 
seems to be reasonable is that 
“coolie” stems to the _ similarly 
spelled name of an aboriginal hill 
tribe in India,- many of whose 
members worked as laborers in 
Bombay -and other Oriental cities 
frequented by Europeans, whence, 
by the. seventeenth century, the 
word made its way throughout the 
English ‘speaking world.

“They've been very careful in 
selecting singers for our. choir and 
they’ve made no misjakes.

Lieber’s first job as organist was 
at the Central Christian Church 
on Grand and Finney, where he 
played for 15 months, his second 
at the old Union Methodist Church, 
where he played for-séven years. 


“Until they fired me,” he said, “I 


had an argument with the head of 
the music committee because he 
wanted the male choir; to sing 
mixed quartet music, and I told 
him it couldn’t be done, I explained 
why it couldn’t be done,. but he 
couldn’t understand, and finally 
he said, ‘You'll either do it or 
you’re out.’ So I was out.” - 


From there, Lieber went to the 
Church of the Messiah, and then 
to the Cumberland Presbyterian 
Church on Channing and Lucas—

From this church he went to the 
Second Baptist, in December, 1902.

cust,” he said, “and I made up my 
mind if I was ever. good enough 
there was where I hoped to land.” 

Lieber’s. only other musical ambi- 
tion, never fulfilled, was to be a

“But I had the opportunity for 
close association with all the 
worthwhile artists who came to St. 
Louis,” he explained. ““I had les- 
sons from Fannie Bloomfield Zies- 
ler when she came here, and when 
Gilmore played here, he’d let me 

- sit on the bench with him and turn 
pages at all his recitals. Once he 
gave me one of his own sonatas 
marked with his hints as to how it 
should be played. So, although I 
never left St. Louis for my musical

On the 30 part-score, North’s 
raise to. three spades was the cor- 
rect action, despite his doubleton 
in trumps. The J-8 is fair sup- 
port for a rebid suit when only a 
nine trick contract is required. 

West opened the king of clubs 
and East began a signal with the 
nine spot. Fortunately for his 
side, West did not blindly obey the 
signal and give East the desired 
club ruff. Instead, he counted 
up the number of tricks that were 
needed to defeat the three spade 
contract. With five tricks needed, 
he could count: only two high 
clubs and a ruff, together with the 
ace of spades. Since he himself 
could not expect to win a trick in 
the red suits, it was necessary for 
his partner to hold either the ace 
of hearts or the king of diamonds. 
The bidding made it almost certain 
that South had the ace of hearts. 
West, therefore, decided that the 
contract could be defeated only if 
his partner had the king of diam- 
onds. In that case a shift to 
diamonds at the second trick was 
imperative. : 


Following his analysis, West led’ 


the deuce of diamonds, and de- 
clarer was helpless. If he took the 
finesse East would win and re 
turn a club. His partner would 
then give him a club ruff, and the 
ace of spades would furnish the 
setting trick. If South refused the 
finesse, West would get in with the 
ace of trumps and give his partner 
the club ruff. Thereupon East 
would be in a position to cash 
the king of diamonds for the 
setting trick. 

Had West continued with the 
club instead of shifting to diam- 
onds, East would have ruffed the 
third round of clubs but then 
would not have been able to at- 
tack North’s ace of diamonds. 
South could easily knock out the 
ace of trumps and discard his 
losing diamond on dummy’s jack of 
hearts,

My boss insists that 
I accent EMPLOYEE on the last 
syllable. That ain’t the way I 
heered it! May N. 

Answer: Sorry, but a check of 
the five accepted American dic- 
tionaries shows that “em-PLOY- 
ee” is listed by only one, Web- 
ster’s, as second choice. 

The accent should fall upon the 
third syllable, as: 

First choice: em-ploy-EE 

Dubious: em-PLOY-ee 

There is some confusion as to 
the spelling of the word. Many 
readers have asked: “Should it be 
‘EMPLOYE’ or ‘EMPLOYEE’?” 
Best American usage is EM- 
PLOYEE. In France, EMPLOYE 
is masculine; EMPLOYEE is fem- 
inine. The distinction is not ob- 
served in the United States. 

TOTALITARIAN is a word of 
great significance in this strife- 
torn world.
